Lower Truckee canal, which the gov- 
ernment will build from a point on the 
river west of Wadsworth to the plains 
of Churchill county.

crew of men has not yet arrived, there 
are a sufficient number to operate the 
steam shovels and erect the quarters 
for those who are to follow. 


As soon as everything is In readi- 


ness, which will be within ths nex> 
fortnight there will be at least two 
thousand men busily engaged 
con- 


structing this great waterway, which 
will convev to the parched plains of 
Churchill a tide of water from 
the 


Sierras that will cause 
the horned 


toads to forsake their ancient habita- 
tions and replace dull stretches 
of 


greasewood with 
alfalfa 
and grain 


fields, with orchards and homes of 
plenty. 


Tills canal will carry a tide suffi- 


cient to float a battleship. It will in 
nearly its entire route be constructed 
along uniform slopes, where the work 
will be easy, but there are four long 
tunnels to construct and some heavy 
cuttings. 


In all the work will cost a round 


million dollars, half of which will be 
expended for labor, and half of the re- 
mainder will be used to purchase sup- 
plies in this city. 


While all^ of western Nevada will 


profit from this constiuction work, thet 
chief benefits will come to this city 
and Wadsworth). 
The latter town is 


thus more^than recompensed ^for the 
proposed removal of the shops and div- 
ision point

In answer to the first query, we would say that the 


"word "obey" is without meaning in the marriage service*. 
''I&e bride simply complies' with the ritualistic require- 
tosrrt. She has not given a moment's though to the propo- 
sition. She Is marrying- for love and has perfect confl- 
vteriee in the integrity and fairness of the man of her choice 
and it is her lo\e and confidence that is her guide. The 
fousband does not expect that his wife shall obey him 
•any more than he shall obey his \vife. He knows he loves 
<or he would not marry and he gives little heed to the ques- 
tion, of obedience. Remove the word "obey" fipm the mar- 


service. Remove it without comment and there is 


one couple in a thousand who would recognize the 


•cltange. If you are married go back to the intervening 
years and ask yourself what attention you gave it. If

LMOST every newspaper occasionally lends Its col-

above what is needed to live "from hand to mouth." It 
must be very filling to the stomach of the hungry man 
that he has $20 in the bank, even if it is only in theory. 


A short time ago a Ne-n York economist writing of the 


situation there spoke of the millions deposited in banks 
and proceeded to demonstrate to the penniless ones, the 
poverty stricken mothers, the hundreds of men out of em- 
ployment in that great metropolis that they were worth 
several thousand dollars each.
